Declares Maine Was Destroyed SHOWS USE OF 
by Exterior Explosion.

Investigators W ho Made Superficial 


Examination of Wreck Shortly After 


the Disaster— Report Intimates Mine 


and Not Torpedo Caused the Explo­ 


sion— Further Statement May Follow. 


Washington, Deo. 9.— The 
United 
States battleship Maine, sunk in Ha­ 
vana harbor in February, 1 SOS. by an 
explosion, was blown up from tin* out­ 
side. 
This was 
announced 
by 
the 
naval board which has been examin­ 
ing the wreck. 
The finding confirms 
the report 
of 
the original 
investi­ 
gators who made a superficial exam­ 
ination of the wreck shortly after the 
disaster. 
The statement 
given out by the 
navy department is brief. 
Secretary 
M eyer does not believe it necessary 
to issue any extended explanation of 
the board's conclusions, beyond the 
flat statement that an exterior explo­ 
sion was responsible for the loss of 
the warship and the lives of many 
men. 
The statement follows: 
‘‘The injuries to the bottom of the 
Maine were caused by the explosion 
of a charge of low form of explosive 
exterior to tin* ship between frames 
28 and 21. strake li, port side. 
This 
resulted in igniting and exploding the 
contents of the six inch reserve mag­ 
azine. A-14-M, said contents including 
a large quantity of black powder. The 
more or less complete explosion of th** 
contents 
of the 
remaining 
forward 
magazine followed. 
The magazine ex 
plosions resulted in the destruction of 
the vessel.” 
Secretary 
M eyer 
announced 
tha 
there might he a further statement on 
the report of the board -after it hue' 
been considered by the president. One 
member of the board was of the opin 
Ion that the report never would b< 
published in full, but would be kept 
in the confidential 
archives of 
the 
na.vy department. 
The declaration that a "low form of 
explosive" was used in the outside ex 
plosion Indicates a belief that a mine 
and not a dirigible torpedo was the in 
strument of destruction. 
This only deepens the m ystery of 
the destruction of the Maine. 
A mine 
charged with sufficient gunpowder to 
blow in the bottom of the ship mus: 
have weighed several hundred pounds 
To plant such a mine and lay the ele« 
trie connections necessary for its dh 
charge would have required the serv- 
! ices of a number of men.

Troops have been dispatched to both 
sides of the river to search for bodh 
und to rescue any of the men who 
may still be alive. 
Pressure of ice against the weak 
ened supports of the bridge is be­ 
lieved to have caused the disaster.

O f course we all expect that in the 
fullness of time there w ill be a de­ 
mand for the admission of Alaska, or 
at least the southern pari of that great 
territory, but as yet Alaska is not giv 
en even a territorial form of govern­ 
ment. 
W e do not allow the people to 
have n legislature, and as long as 
there is such a shifting population it 
will is1 impossible for them to have a 
government which is not largely di­ 
rected from Washington.

resulted in igniting and exploding tho 
contents of the six-inch reserve mag­ 
azine, A M M , said contents including 
a large quantity of black powder. The 
more or less complete explosion of th**

magazine followed. 
The magazine ex 
plosions resulted in the destruction o‘ 
the vessel.”

blow in the bottom of the ship must 
have weighed several hundred pounds 
To plant such a mine and lay the elec­ 
tric connections necessary for its dis 
charge would have required the serv­ 
ices of a number of men.
